Begin your fund raising now, even if you have no 
definite objective. It’s helpful to morale and will soon 
be needed. Don’t contribute to any cause unless you’re 
sure of its authenticity, advise leading workers. Never 
promise money by telephone. Don’t trust door-to-door 
canvassers until they have foolproof credentials. Be 
careful about borrowing the “sponsorship” of any 
organization without permission, if you’re ratsing funds. 
It’s a criminal offense in the case of the Red Cross and 
other highly organized societies. 

Lessons from the Last War. | went to see some of 
those fine women who worked so ceaselessly in the last 
war. They made mistakes. They learned many things 
from those four tempestuous years. And so, although 
they are among the first to recognize and work with the 
new, more systematized technique of today, they have 
much to offer that is valuable. 

I talked to such women as the late Mrs. Arthur Van

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HAT’S your wartime job for Canada? 

With thousands of Canadian women offer- 

ing themselves for service today, the answer 

depends on two things. What the country needs 
_ and what you are capable of doing. 

It’s interesting to note that only five fields of effort 
are listed as present needs by the National Service 
Pamphlet issued to English women. They’re wanted 
for the Land Army (harvesting and planting) the 
Royal Navy Auxiliary, the Hospital Service Auxil- 
iary, to help with the evacuation of children and as 
assistant nurses and midwives. Meanwhile they’re 
training as firemen to fight incendiary bombs, workers 
to help clean up after air raids, and to do other things 
that may be needed later. You can see that few of these 
services are needed in Canada at the moment. But you 
can be getting ready . and working in the following 
ways: 


Knitting and Sewing. Nowhere is the new spirit of 


organization and co-operation more evident throughout 
the field of women’s work than in making field comforts 
and hospital supplies. Today, the Red Cross is in charge 
of all official patterns and instructions for methods and 
fabrics, 
distribution. Women’s organizations are asked to work 
with them in all phases of handwork for the war. Mrs. 
Wallace Campbell, national Red Cross convener of war 
work, points out that no group should lose its own iden- 
tity. Each one can work within its own circle, under the 
aegis of the Red Cross. Before the St. Lawrence is closed 
to shipping, the first Canadian contribution of socks, 


jackets, hospital bed gowns, 


sweaters, pneumonia 
triangle bandages (for slings), abdominal binders, bed 
pads and other field and hospital supplies will be on 
their way to France. And it is these that Canadian 
women, singly and in organizations, are asked to make 






Their headquarters are the official centre of 
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today. All medical supplies are being passed by a com- 
mittee of Medical Corps doctors. Every stitch taken, 
must fit into the highly organized setup which is de- 
signed to do away with waste and overlapping. 

This time, for instance, knitting has got to be right. 
Instructions can be procured from Women’s Institutes, 
I. O. D. E.’s and other organizations working in co- 
operation with the Red Cross. But you must know how 
to knit. The Red Cross inspects your first pair of socks 
before handing out wool for more. This time, precious 
days will not be spent in ravelling and reshaping 
kind a Canadian nurse said were used in the last wai 
rub down horses.

the way women have reacted. The twenty-five years of 
organized effort which lie behind most of our women’s clubs 
have prepared them for almost instantaneous action, Over- 
night, it seems, women were clamoring to help in any capacity. 
Club programs have been completely reorganized to meet 


the new demands. Women who know what to do, have been 


training the uninitiated. A state of Intense activity among 
women was apparent immediately. 

One of the focal points for all this, of course, is the Red 
Cross. As soon as war was declared women began working 
under its guidance in the making of soldiers’ supplies—socks, 
sweaters, scarves, pyjamas, pneumonia jackets, bed pads, 
slings and binders. These are being prepared so that when 
the Canadian army needs them, or the British Red Cross 
calls for them, they will be ready. 

This month, a national tag day for the Red Cross will be 
held on November 24th, and will draw dominion-wide atten- 
tion to the scope of its work. If you have not yet been able 
to join in, the best thing to do is to ally yourself with your 
nearest women’s organization working in co-operation with 
the Red Cross. Or gather a group of your friends and start 
working together—under the proper guidance of course. Read 
Lotta Dempsey’s article in this issue, and you'll realize more 
than ever how efficient you must be these days. All the good 
will in the world won’t mean much—unless you do the work 
properly!
